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HOPE FOR CANADIAN RACING 



Royal Proclamation of Peace Will 
End All Wartime Restrictions. 



So Declares Former Minister 
of Justice for Canada in 
Lengthy Opinion. 



TORONTO, Out., July 22.— Sir Allen B. Ayles- 
wortli, K. V., former minister of Justice for Canada, 
has given a written opinion to the Canadian Baring 
Associations to tlie effect that racing in Canada 
with betting will be legal tbe moment the royal 
proclamation issues in England, that the state of 
war as to both Germany and Austria-Hungary 
ceases and at the same moment, he says, the order- 
in-council of the ('anadlan government of June 7, 
1917, will cease to continue in force, because 
“From that moment Canada is no longer at war, 
no matter what either the govemer in council or 
the parliament of Canada might do or say.” 

The (pinion is lengthy and covers all phases of 
the case, Canada herself did not make war, but 
entered the war as part of the empire, when Great 
Britain declared war on August 4, 1914. 

Sir Allen says: “The power conferred by parlia- 

ment upon tile governor in council to legislate was 
expressly limited to the duration of tbe war. The 
corresponding phrase in tbe imperial defense of the 
tcMIb’-Is ■“during the continuance of the present 
war,” the order -in -council of June 7, 1917, itself 
declares that it is to continue in force only during 
tbe present war in Europe, and for six months after 
the L^tnclnsion of the said war. 

“The attempt to continue the operation of the 
order-ln-council for six months after the conclusion 
of the war would, in my opinion, be held to be en- 
tirely nugatory and ineffective. It was, I think, 
wliolly ultra vires of the governor in council. 

“The whole power of tlie governor in council in 
the premises was a delegated power resting solely 
on the statute conferring such power. The donees 
of that power could not by any words or act of 
their own eniarge or increase their power any more 
than any other donees of any power could. 

“And, of course, if tbe governor in council could 
validly make this order-in-council operative for 
six months after the conclusion of tbe war he could 
equally have made it operative for six years or 
for sixty. 

“Tbe question then is simply when does the 
existing state of war come to an end. 

“In my <q>inion the war ends when the king so 
declares. 

“Such declaration will be announced by a royal 
proclamation to be issued in England just as tbe 
(fxistence of the state of war was announced in 

1914.”

MUCH INTEREST IN YONKERS HANDICAP WEIGHTS FOR THE SARATOGA HANDICAP 



Next Saturday’s Baoo at Eavirs City Expected to 
Draw Fine Field and a Big Crowd. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 22. — The Harry Payne 
Whitney youngsters are about at the top of the 
two-year-olds at Yonkers, but on account of bad 
track conditions it is not at all surprising that the 
crack filly Panoply, which had been assigned the 
post' of honor in the Wakefield Handicap, to be run 
tomorrow, will be an absentee. 

J. W. May’s fast filly Head Over Heels will be 
another among tlie mis.sing tomorrow for tbe same 
reason. 

R. F. Carman’s Carmandale was originally allotted 
122 pounds by handicapper Vosburgh, but he must 
take up a three-pound penalty for his victory in 
tlie Whirl. This c-olt is right at the top of his 
form at present and is certain to make tbe contest 
an interesting one for the best of his competitmv. 

Principal interest in ‘the week’s racing centers 
about the running of the Yonkers Handicap, a mile 
and a sixteenth event, which will call three-year- 
olds and over to the post on Saturday. Aside from 
Lucullite and Lanins the best matured handicap 
racers of the country are eligible for this event, 
and it is possible a few of tbe good three-year- 
olds will give them battle. 

James Butler will be represented by Spur and 
Bally, and there will be great interest in the 
performance of the first named veteran. This six- 
year-old son of King James and Auntie Mura made 
his first appearance in the Yonkers in 1916. He 
was then in his three-year-old form, and made the 
redoubtable Roamer give his best to lead him home. 

While he was forced to be content with second 
place in tiiis running of tbe Yonkers, be came 
back in 1917 and earned chief honors from high- 
class opponents. Again in 1918 be won the swe 
race. ^ 

FOURTH APPEARANCE FOR SPUR. 

And so on Saturday Spur will make his fourth 
appearance in the Yonkers Handicap with an en- 
viable record in connection with that stake. Whether 
he can make his score three straight in the Yonkers 
appears rather doubtful, as he will be facing the 
keenest sort of opposition. In morning work he 
has been going along exceedingly well, and there 
is little doubt that Dick Miller will send him to 
the post a miglity fit horse. 

Bally, the conqueror of Lucullite, -will accompany 
Spur to tbe post should the track be fast, and under 
these conditions he is expected to again display 
a topnotch effort. 

There will be plenty of opposition to tbe Butler 
pair, as Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Sun Briar will 
again attempt to recover some of his lost laurels. 
He will undoubtedly improve over bis race in the 
Mount VernMi and will be exceedingly bard to beat. 
His stablemate, Exterminator,^as also been train- 
ing well of late, and there is Just a chance he 
will start. 

The veteran pair. Old Rosebud and Roamer, are 
training for the Yonkers, and their presence in 
any company always makes the outcome doubtful. 
Both liave plenty of speed, and if in the mood are 
liable to beat any man’s horse. 

XNICRERBOCKER ON THURSDAY. 

Purchase and Be Frank are the best of the three- 
year-olds eligible, but they appear doubtful start- 
ers. Both are in the Knickerbock Handicap on 
Thursday, and they are the leading eligibles for 
that event. This stake is a race for three-year- 
olds which will be decided over the mile and a 
sixteenth route. Fifty-five' racers of that age are 
eligible, but Purchase and Be Frank appear to 
hold the edge over tbe others. 

W. J. Starr’s Crystal Ford appears tbe one most 
likely to offer an argument, while in tbe mud Bal- 
ustrade is certain to go well. 

From a monetary standpoint the most important 
stake of the week is the East View, a Juvenile 
affair over the short three-quarters route which has 
a guaranteed value of $5,000. It is unfortunate, 
however, that the best performers of this age di- 
vision are at present quartered at Saratoga Springs 
and will be absent from the Mxtb running of this 
event. 

Among tiiese is the western filly star. Miss 
Jemima, and Judging from recent rumors there is 
a chance she willl be shipped down from the Spa 
to fill this engagement. Should Miss Jemima make 
the Journey she has more than an even chance to 
capture the rich race, for on her Kentucky form 
she should bold her principal competitors safe. 

DOmNiaUE TRAINING WELL. 

Just at present it apiiears her greatest opposition 
would come from Dominique, 8. C. Hildreth’s fleet 
son of Peter Quince — Berry Maid. This colt has 
been going along well in recent work and all of 
these indicate be is being pointed for the East 
View. His only appearance under tbe Hildreth 
colors resulted in a most dismal defeat, but it 
is safe to say he will stiow far better form in 
Saturday’s Juvenile feature. 

Carmandale displayed much improvement in the 
Whirl Stakes and it may be he will evade tbe fleet 
Panoply in W’ednesday’s Wakefield to try for the 
richer race in the East View. 

John Sanford has Irish Dream right on the 
grounds and while this comely son of Ilie Curragh 
— Trance is still a maiden he appears to possess 
considerable speed. He has only made on appear- 
ance under colors and that was sufficient to impress 
Close obeervere.

Vosburgh, 
handicapper of the Jockey Club, has made known the 
weights for tbe Saratoga Handicap, the outstanding 
feature of the opening day at America’s famous 
racing center. Commander J. K. L. Ross’ Cudgel 
is assigned top weight of 129 pounds, one more 
pound than Sun Briar, with Westy Hogan follow- 
ing with 127. Purchase heads the tbree-year-olds 
in weight assignment, tbe Hildreth crack being 
asked to carry 118. Billy Kelly is next with 112. 
Sir Barton is not elegible to this stake.

Proves Good Mud Runner in Beat- 
ing Added Starter Startiing. 



Pickwick, Heavily Supported,

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 22. — Today’s feature, 
the Arrow Selling Stakes, resulted in five of the 
original seven being scratched. R. F. Carman later 
added Startling, which was carrying t<^ weight of 
126 pounds. Osgood, however, proved easily best, 
winning in hollow fashion over Startling and House- 
maid. The race was worth $1,450 net. Osgood 
showed he is a real good mud runner and that his 
victory over a band of platers in the mud a few 
days ago was no mistake. AUso that he is capable 
of holding his own with a better class of horses 
than he has been meeting over a soft track. 

For tbe secmid time -within the past week Pick- 
wick was installed an odds-on favorite, going down 
to defeat today as he did on bis former start. Re- 
count being the one to take liia measure today. 
Pickwick was the recipient of heavy support at the 
short quotation, bnt after leading for about three- 
quarters he failed to -withstand Reconnt’a rush, the 
hitter winning easily. Hanberk, which looked fit 
going to the poet, failed to show any of hia eld- 
time form. 

Woodtrap, nnder a good ride by L. Fator, ac- 
counted for the fifth race, which was a condition 
affair at one mile. Fator reserved his monnt when 
Matinee Idol made his dash, and saving ground 
on tbe stretch turn came away at the finish to win 
in resolute fashion. 

Sister Helene easily prevailed in the opener, 
finding no opposition worthy of the name. The 
same thing applies to Resist, 'winner of the second 
race, the J. Vf. May filly leading all the way by 
a safe margin. 

Homely and Indiscretion, both strongly supported, 
put up a splendid .performance in the closing dash, 
the former winning in convincing style. 

GRAND LOOKING FLORAL PARK COLT. 

Frank J. Grefer states that his two-year-old colt, 
by Vnlcain — Floral Park, which is in the Futurity, 
is a grand looker. In All, Mr. Grefer has another 
of the produce of this good race mare. As in addi- 
tion to the above mentioned he has a yearling by 
Frixxle. He also has a brother to Kewessa, a year- 
ling. All three are at Harry Morrissey’s farm in 
Kentucky. 

The stewards, after investigating the Sun Briar 
race of last week, have dismissed ttie case in whicli 
the ride Loftus put up was the subject of official 
inquiry. 

W. S. Kilmer’s stable of horses, including Sun 
Briar, will be shipped to Saratoga next Thursday. 

Rainstorms were so severe today that none but 
dyed-in-the-wool racegoers ventureil out. 

Dream of the Valley was reported as a star colt 
early in the spring. What he will do on a fast 
track remains to be seen, but though he won in 
the mud, the race from a time standpoint was 
considerably slower tlian tliat of Shoal. 

Romany pulled up rather dickey after his race 
yesterday and may not be out again for a while. 

Frogtown may show far superior performances 
later in tlie year. His initial victory in these parts 
was looked upon favorably by experts. 

The victory of Ticklish yesterday was a sad blow 
to tlie suspicious, who believed the colt to be unfit 
and luillkely to win. Form backers, however, 
were not delud<>d by such reports. 

Ljirry Waterbury, celebrated polo player and 
liorseman, has purehased Ticket from Andrew Mil- 
ler and will probably educate him to race througli 
the field at the close of this season. For tlie 
present Ticket will still be trained by Jack Golds- 
iiorougli. * 

Joi-kcy C. Kiiiiimer was set down for five days 
following his ride on Shoal, in which that racer 
was distiimlified. 

Frank J. Grefer, owner of the former good racer 
Floral Park, was an arrival today from New Orleans.

WHAT HAS BEEN DONE AT NEW ORLEANS 



NEW ORLEANS, La., July 22.— J. P. “Long Joe” 
Murphy confirmed what has already been said 
regarding the many progressive improvements that 
have been made at the New Orleans Fair Grounds 
track. He said: “As you know the City Park 

stand is being moved to the Fair Grounds, whicli 
will insure plenty of room. Fifteen hundred wagon 
loads of top dressing are being placed on the track 
and there is plenty of sand in this soil, mitigating 
against the mud somewhat. All the new bams that 
are being constructed are to be waterproof. Tlie 
bad spots in the track at the three-eighths ami 
half-mile posts have been completely filled in. A 
lot of new ditches have been dug and the old ones 
cleaned out to a depth of five feet. Racegoers will 
see a great deal to commend on their visit there 
next winter.”

DIFFICULT TROUT FISHING 

student of the Game Is Usually Most 
Successful in Catches. 

Tropblen of tbe Angler mrltb Brnahed- 
Im Blvem— Bodn and Their Cost 
and EHBclency. 



The pictured side of angling is often the wholly 
imaginative side, or nearly so, writes Robert Page 

I.incoln in Rod and Gun in Canada. The actual 
thing about angling is that it is generally pursued 
under conditions that are nothing if not detrimental 
to what is ordinarily considered as pleasure; though 
these conditions are never mentioned in print, for 
the angler never wants Iiis brotlier angler to know 
that he has encountered ditflcnltres; that he has had 
ill-luck; that everything was aot as it should be. 
If we are to go to the pictured side of angling we 
view the reimsliiction of a painting of an outdoor 
artist, for instance, appearing on the cover of a 
monthly magazine. Inevitably the artist portrays a 
broad pool with a waterfall tnmhling into it and 
the conditions geoerally are such, in a picture of 
this sort, tliat casting the fly is a thing easily to 
l»e contrived. But never will you see a painting 
of a man lost in a wilderness of bushes endeavoring 
vainly to slip in and get a shot at the stream tliat 
snakes along wilder the tangles. Were such a paint- 
ing to find reproduction the angling brotherhood 
would not be i»lease<l; for the simple reason that 
it would be distasteful to the remembrance of many 
who have done most of tiioir fishing along such 
streams, hut have always dreamed of a big, wide 
stream where the iMK'try of fly casting could be 
carried out in the fullness of its charm. 

Of wide and easily fishable streams, there are 
many all over the broad reaches of this continent. 
Yet at least halt of the streams of Canada, and 
the' United States, are of the brushed in sort where 
one must be the possessor of an acute sense of 
cautiousness and skill to have even a scintilla of 
success. Yet one searches vainly throughout the 
various annals of sport for temperate articles on 
fisliing just such streams. 

Ever-present rules of angling abide In the con- 
sciousness. They are not hard and fast rules; if 
they are to be considered rules at all. Nevertheless, 
it is consistently held that the artificial fly alone 
should be used in trout fishing. The truth of the 
matter is that there are streams where the fly can- 
not be used; it being a “lAysical’’ Impossibility. 
Hence there is only one thing to turn to, and that 
is the live bait. RecalUng the ingenious words 
of one well-known writer that: “The sportsman- 

like angler always uses the artificial fly, except 
when he is alone,” or words to that effect. 

iTNEST FISH OF BRUSHED-IH STREAMS. 

The joke of the whole thing ahont the brushed-in 
stream is this: It is as apt as not to possess some 

of the finest trout to be had. But one can just 
picture these sleek fellows In hiding, laughing, figu- 
ratively, "up their sleeves’’: "Get me if yon can.’’ 

Usually one can’t, and there you are. 

If one were ever needing of the science of ang- 
ling, it cerUlnly is when trying to circumvent a 
stream of this sort. It is a test of skill to the 
limit. The man who can fish the brushed-in stream 
successfully, even with live bait, ranks well In the | 
lead among anglers. Now, I say this, knowing full 
well what I am talking about. You approach a 
stream of tlii.s sort. Sometimes you are not able 
to see it for the tangles. What to do? It is a 
matter of tlirusting the ro<l in here and there and 
trusting to the gods that luck be thine. If you 
catch a fish there is not much chance of playing 
the fish to net after the time-honored rules, but 
you must lift tliat fish out as be.st you may through 
that ceiling of shrubbery. Nevertheless there are 
open places here and there, and to find these 
plaees is, like as not. the open door to success, 'fhe 
lure to tlie hook cannot always be cast. One slips 
ill here and. there, drops the lure to the bottom, 
fwds out line, letthig the lure take its way down 
the slreani. If you are using (he angleworm, it 
is hooked, not through and through as one does 
who is given to still-fishing, but nitlier inserts the 
hiMik right under the skin. A little movement now 
and then (the slightest wiggle to the worm) will 
prove unfailing in its attracthm. It is just this 
system of worming for trout that John Harrington 
Keene extolled, though it was his favorite method 
to keep the worm off tlie bottom of the stream, as 
he liad a particular aversion for the bottom fisher. 

A single hook in bait fishing, attached to the 
leader’s end, is one way; two hooks are often used, 
and I may say one is more sure of a catch. One 
liook is slipped onto the leader and fastened one 
inch above the hook that is connected at the tip. 
Thus the back hook is inserted under the skin of 
the worm at one jioint, and the front hook right 
in tlie thick collar of flesh around the worm’s 
neck. Wlien a trout takes this. If he is hungry, 
he will he well liooked, and a trout needs to be well 
hooked tliat is to be taken In the brushed-in stream. 

RODS FOR THE WORK AMD THEIR COST. 

There can be no doubt about It, the heavier rod 
must find a place in bait fishing and- espe<iaUy 
in fishing along the streams of whidi I have 
s|Hiken. Some prefer a rod of eight ounces; al- 
though the regulation six-ounce trout rod will do. 
Ill my line of iireference for this work I list rods 
and tlieir material, as follows: (1) The steel rod. 

(2) The wooden rod. (3) The bamboo rod. 

One rarely likes to go up against dlflicult 
fishing with a tliirty-dollar, hand-made bamboo 
rod, when a six dollar steel rod will do as well. 
Again, tliere is little if any easting to do, save 
flip <‘asts and under-handed casts, and these are 
easily contrived with the steel rod, suitable for the 
puriHjse. 

You may speak forever about the single-action 
reel for other sorts of trout fishing, but the auto- 
matic reel lias tlie foremost place whenever there 
is difficult fishing to be done. It facilitates re- 
covery of line in a manner that is impossible, try 
as one will, with the single-action reel. Therefore 
the successful bush trout fisher avails himself 
of any one of three makes of automatic reels that 
I know of, and has no trouble in making connec- 
tions. 

It is desirable in hush fishing for one to have 
a le.ider free of knots, or at least of such siiiall 
knots tliat the leader may readily lie reeled in up 
close to the hook, for obvious reasons. A kuotless 
leader such as the Teleraiia Nova comes in handy. 
It is not necessary that the leader be over three 
feet in length, though I vastly prefer the six- 
foot one. To sink the leader. If it is desired, one 
may wind on strip lead, which, after all, is much 
better than the split shot and once pnt on it stays, 
whereas the s|iUl sliot are always coming off. One 
may sliave off his own strip lead from a piece of 
pipe. 

Some prefer to use small liooks for this sort of 
fisliing; others use the NunilH'r 10 isinsisteutly. and 
I cannot but help recomnieml it for the pnntose.

considered in the brushed-in stream class. There 
vre those of tbe rivulet class, though having deep 
lioles and "runs’’ along their coarse. This class of 
stream may lie all the way from three to six feet 
wiile. Strange ns it ma^ seem such streams often 
have remarkably deep holes along tlieir course. 
Find those deep holes and yon like as not run into 
■I nest of fine big fellows just waiting for a chance 
to nab your lure. 

STREAM STTTDT ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY. 

Other hntshed-in streams besides the above men- 
tioned range all the way from six to twenty feet 
in width. Again, a stream may he quite wide, hut 
tbe tendeaey of the willows,, laurels, alders, etc., 
to lean over that stream from both sides makes it 
quite difficult to get at. Some of tliese whler 
streams may he waded, luit wading a stream, es- 
pecially if it has a muddy Nittoin, will never do. 
for most of the time it is fishing down stream all of 
the time and the stirring of tlie mud sends a dis- 
eoiored volume down, thus warning a. fish of your 
approach. Some would have us believe that the fisli 
i think this coming of roiled water down tbe stream 
make the fish believe that there is a rain on, and 
that consequently live stuff will be floating down; 
hut such an assertion is laughable. Fish are not 
suck fools, and know as well as we do when it rains. 
However, where the stream Is rock set, the wading 
down streain is permissible. 

It is given to the trout fisherman, under all con- 
ditions. good or bad. to study the stream that is 
being fished. A’scertaln where the deep holes are 
I and how to get at them. Make note of snags that 
t will be encountered. If there are net works of 
I roots along the hanks, or thrusting out into the 
center of the stream, the trout will instantly dart 
into the midst of tiiese for safety when hooked. 
There must always be room, too, so that when a 
fish is to be booked there is no tangle of brush 
to get in the way. • The hooking of the fish itself in 
the brushed-in stre.am is something of a knack, as 
yon will or liave found out. Your line with the 
bait to it may be ten or fifteen or more feet down- 
stream testing out tbe possibilities in the pool when 
a trout takes it. The minute the trout lips 
that bait (toW by tlie “feel’’ along the line and, 
thence along tlie rod) you should set the hook. 
This is contrived by a gentle twist of the wrist, 
and no slam bang performance will do at aU. 
Instantly ^ upon hooking the fish the line must be 
recovered, and here is where the automatic reel 
proves its worthiness over them all. 'The line is 
taken in with the left hand, while the right hand 
finger touches the lever that eats up the gathering. 
.\gain there is no such a thing as a slack line when 
using the automatic reel, because tlie touch on the 
lever instantly eats it up. For this reason I would 
never recommeml the single action reel when treat- 
ing under difficulties, no matter wliat those diffi- 
culties be. Even in the midst of a rushing river 
the automatic reel has points to its credit that no 
single action reel can afford. 

Much of one’s success at fisliing the small stream 
depends uis»n one’s cautiousuess of approach. To 
work up on a brooklet of this sort on all fours is 
really tlie best way. Trout are easily frightened 
liy any sounds made along the iiank of a stream, and 
certainly this is true of the small stream, for tbe 
reason that one is brought in closer proximity with 
the fish. Tile trout of tbe small streams are keen 
aud alert. To get them one must acquire an alert- 
ness in proportion to the alertness of the trout. 
If he does tliis he will have lurk and mnch of it. 

Tliere is an nnappreliended amount of good fishing 
to be had along the smaller streams of -the country. 
Perhaps there are hundreds of these streams that 
uuobtnisively contain trout willioiit auyhtNl>’‘s knowl- 
edge of the fact. In. a cotiiitry where streams are 
s|»ring fed along tlieir «-otirse, or wliere there are 
spring pools in tlie streams, one finds brook trout 
fishing of tho bot. 



VANCOUVER SALMON FISHING 



Tw» Specimens Readily Take the Hook and Abound 
in the RiTors. 



There are two kinds of salmon in the Pacific 
Coast waters that will take the hook, and are 
therefore available to sportsmen. 'These are tbe 
Spring (Tyee) and the Ckthoe. 

The Spring salmon sometime attain a great sise. 
At Campbell River, Vancouver Island, I think the 
record is fifty-six pounds, caught on rod and line. 
'The Ckthoe rarely weigh more than twelve pounds, 
but though small tliey are game, and therefore fur- 
nish excellent sport. 

Most of us are aware that the Pacific Coast 
salmon may only be caught on hooks during certain 
seasons and at the mouths of rivers. 'The salmon 
after coming from the open sea pause a few days 
in their migration at the mouths of rivers up 
which they run. It is during this pause they may 
be caught. The exact limits of the seasons vary in 
different rivers, and I will not pretend to give the 
limits. I will say, however, that August and 
September are the best months. 

'Two of the best known rivers in Vancouver Island 
are tbe Campbell and Cowitchan Rivers; Imtli of 
these are easy of access and have good hotel ac- 
commodation, boats and boatmen, also neither of 
these rivers i» near the canneries. 

The Campbell River is probably the best salmon 
river on tbe Pacific, though I must say that fishing 
there Is DO po<« man’s liobby. 

The Rent that makes filing on the Campbell 
expensive is the absolute necessity of an exiierienccd 
boatman. I remember (in 1912), the services of 
a boatman cost $5.00 per day, including boat, for 
about five hours fishing; two and one -half hours 
twice a day during slack water. The necessity of 
a boatman may be realised when it is known that 
the tides sweep between Vancouver and Valdes 
Island at ten to twelve miles per hour. Without 
a boatman one is looking for trouble, but with one 
safety and good fishing are sure to be enjoyed. 

On the Campbell River fish of forty pounds are 
caught and landed on light tackle every season, 
while catching fish of twenty-five to thirty pounds 
is almost a daily occurrence. 

Campbell River is at the end of the island liigli- 
way, an excellent automobile road to Victoria; 
there is also a good steamboat service to all coast 
points. 

Not only is the salmon fishing not to be sur- 
passed anywhere on the Pacific, bnt there is in the 
immedlnte neighborhood trout fishing that I main- 
tain cannot be equaled anywhere in the world; 
beantiful lakes amid a primeval forest and over- 
shadowed by Alpine mountains capped with perpetual 
snow; these lakes teem with fiMt. 

BIG SALMOM OM SEVERAL RIVERS. 

Cowitchan River, about two hours' mn in the 
train from Victoria, empties into Ckiwitchan Bay, 
a lovely seaside resort, where fishing may be en- 
joyed along with the pleasures of a family sunimcr 
holiday. Bathing, boating and fishing within tills 
lovely land-locked bay are pleasnres which can be 
taken at all hours with perfect safety. 

The hotel accommodation is good and cottages ma,v 
be rented. Again, no boatman is needed and one has 
merely to follow the crowd to catch fish. At Cowit- 
eban Bay fishing may be carried on ail day, thougli, 
08 usual, down and dusk are tlie best. Hewever, 
the sweet -tasting silvery sea trout seem to have 
but little preference for time of day. 

.At Cowitchan Tyee and Spring salmon are not 
often caught lieavier than twenty -five pounds and 
the Colioes average about ten pounds. 

Tliere arc two scliooU of fisliermen; the one n;^e 
alMHit. one liundred yards of young rope and a 
Number 7 Btiiart spoon or wabbler; the other ii.sing 
the same bait, but substitute a trolling rod and 
about three hundred yards of light line. 

The tackle used were a Bristol steel trolling rod. 
three hundred yards of Cuttyhuuk linen line uiid a 
Number 7 Stuart bait. 

Such catches are hardly representative. We stayed 
at the bay four mouths and had the Is'st catches 
of the season. Taken as a whole our average daily 
.-catch was bout one fish per day. 

It may be asked: Is this not being a game liogV 
I reply, no. It must be remembered that all tlic.;t> 
fish are destimsl to die in a few weeks. We dis- 
posed of our fish by giving them to the Indian-^, 
who smoke them, and use them as a staple nrlich- 
of diet. The Indians liaving found that the white 
men will fish for love of it and are willing, yes. 
anxious to give their catch away, fish themselves 
little and only when their potlatch (gift) supply 
falls short of needs. Thus do we cater to Uic lazi- 
ness of the Siwasb. 

Lastly, I can promise a good summer of health- 
giving pleasures and sport to any who wish to spend 
August or September on either of the described or 
on the hundreds of other beautiful B. C. Rivers. —

SALMON FOR MASSACHUSETTS STREAMS 



George II. Graham, Pish and Game Commissioner 
of Massachusetts, believes that the Merrimack river 
can conic back as a salmon stream. 

la 1913-16 Massachusetts realised that the sal- 
mon could be re-established in tbe Merrimack. Mr. 
Graham had found on a trip to Oregon City that 
■ tiio. Willamette river running through that city con- 
tained for more pollution than the Merrimack, yet 
in spite of all this 250 tons of salmon were taken 
<Mit of the Willamette back of the mills discharging 
this iiollution in one season. 

The Merrimack lias already been liberally stocked 
with salmon from the Taciflc coast from three to 
six inches in length. It takes salmon four years to 
mature. In another year Mr. Graham expects to 
find salmon in the Merrimack. 

The legislature of Mussaehiisetts had been askisl 
to appropriate $13,000 to build a new fishway at 
Lawrence to take the place of the old one now gone. 
If peoiile fimi that salmon are coming back in the 
-Merrimack means will be devised to eliminate pol- 
lution from its waters.

BramUe's Fast Son Won Over $65,000 la Three 
Seasons on tho Turf. 

Ren Bmsli to the present generation of racegoers 
is best known as the sire of such good horses as 
Broomstick, Sweep and Von Tromp, while they 
themselves, after their racing days were over, 
have gained additional fame in the stud. But Ben 
Brush was something more than a suecessfnl stal- 
lion. He was a sterling racer during his brief but 
brilliant career on the turf. His two-year-old 
career began at Louisville May 7, 1895, when he 
beat Captive, Concession and two other youngsters 
for a purse at five-eighths of a mile. A week 
later be won the Cadet Stakes at the imme track in 
heavy going, defeating Del Coronado, Ben Eder and 
three more at four and a half furlongs. His next 
start was for the Harold Stakes at lAtonia June 
6, which he won, carrying 121 pounds, from Nim- 
rod, 111; The Dragon, 111; Semper Ego, 113; Ramiro, 

113, and Fasig, 110, all good colts. Then he won 
the Emerald Stakes at Oakley, defeating Ramiro, 

Ben HoIIaday and two more, and the Diamond 
Stakes, beating Ben Eder, Prince Lief, The Dragon 
and Sir Vassar. In all these races he was the 
property of “Brown Dick.*’ Taken east after the 
close of the Oakley meeting he won a purse at 
Sheepehead Bay and the Holly Handicap at Graves- 
end, and was then bought by M. F. Dwyer. For 
the latter he won six races In succession, the Pros- 
pect Handicap at Gravesend, the Nursery Stakes, 

Albany Stakes and Champagne Stakes at Morris 
Park and two iHirses. 

SEM8ATI0MAX VICTORT IH XEHTTICXT DERBY. 

His first start as a three-year-old was for the 
Kentucky Derby, which be won by a nose in a great 
struggie with Ben Eder, with Semper Ego third, in 
2:07%. Then, in the Schulte Stakes, at a mile, 
he ran a dead heat with the crack filly Lady Ines 
and defeated her in the run-off. Traveling to Oak- 
ley, he ran third to Prince Lief and Ben EMer in 
the Oakley Derby, but revenged himself by de- 
feating Prince Lief, Loki and Ramiro in the Buck- 
eye Stakes, running a mile and an eighth in 1:53% 
with 122 pounds np. At St. Louis June 20, 127 
pounds each, he ran second to Prince Lief for the 
$20,000 National Derby, which was transferred from 
Hawthorne to the St. Louis Fair Grounds because 
of the temporary suniression of racing in Chicago. 

Prince Lief only won by a nose. Ben Eder was 
third, with Ramiro, Argentina II., Don Carillo and 
Captive nnpiaced. It was a great race,' and its 
time for a mile and a half, 2:34, was never equaled 
over a St. Louis track. At Latonia June 25, over a 
heavy track, he won the latonia Derby, with Ben 
Eder second, Loki third and Semper Ego and How- 
ard Mann unplaced. He was unplaced in his last 
two races of the year, tlie Fall Handicap and a 
purse at Sheepshead Bay. 

In his first start as a four-year-old Ben Brush 
ran second to Premier for a purse at Gravesend, 
tlien beat Belmar, The Swain and two more fast 
ones for a purse at a mile. These races were his 
preparation for tlie Suburban of 1897. He carried 
123 pounds, was favorite at 2 to 1 and won 
under a pull by three-quarters of a length from 
The Winner, with Havoc third. The race was run 
in 2:07, and Belmar, Lake Shore, Sir Walter, Volley, 

Semper Ego and Dutch Skater ran unplaced. He 
was then twice defeated, but won the Brighton 
Handicap from The Friar and Volley. Beaten in 
the Midsummer Handicap at Saratoga by Sir Walter 
and Havoc, he came right back and won the Citl- 
aens* Stakes from Clifford, Howard Mann and Tra- 
gedian, Clifford being the favorite at 4 to 5. Sub- 
sequently he won the Omnium Handicap at Sheeps- 
head Bay, defeating Hastings, Clifford, Ben Holla- 
day and three more, the First Special at Gravesend 
from Hastings and Requital, the Second Special 
from Ornament and wound up his career by run- 
ning second in a sensational race for a purse at a 
mile and a sixteenth to the Himyar two-year-old 
Plaudit. He was in all respects a high-class race 
horse, and his record was as follows:

At the annual general meeting of the Durban, 
Soiitli African, Turf Club the proposal that the 
two and one-half per cent tax on the winning bets 
of bookmakers and punters should be alxdisbed was 
negatived. Last year this tax brought in $80,810, 
of which the greater proportion was donated to 
Iiatriotic and cliaritable funds. The club’s revenue 
from tbe totalisator was $264,283, and in the dis- 
cussion to abolish the two and one -half per cent 
tax on winning bets tbe chairman mentioned that 
this sum was the contribution of the small punters, 
and the big punter paid only $80,810 through the 
bookmaker. The club had twenty-seven days’ rac- 
ing during the year, and distributed $285,385 in 
stakes.

CHICAGO, 111., July — . — Illinois — Fair tonight, 
cooler ill extreme south portion; Wednesday fair, 
sliglitly warmer in north iMirtion. Missouri — Fair 
tonight and Wednesday; not much change in tem- 
perature.

He 
suffered severe cuts and bums aud was also inter- 
nally Injured. With a toll of twelve deaths already 
and another expected, physicians at the varioua hos- 
pitals where tlie injured were taken said that prob- 
ably would complete the death list. All but eight 
others were taken to llieir homes, three remaining 
at tbe Jefferson Park Hospital and five at St. 
Luke’s. They have varioua injuries, but none of 
them is considered serious. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.— Ueut.-Col, Sam- 
uel T. Ansell, former acting judge advocate general 
of the army, wliose resignation was accepted yes- 
terday by Secretary Baker, has been retained as 
counsel for a special bouse war investigation com- 
mittee. Representative Johnson of South Dakota, 
the committee dwlnnaa, uutonneed today that CoL 



Ansell will be the legal advi!<er of the committee 
in its inquiry into war department expeditiires 
abroad. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.— Proclamation of 
martial law may be necessary to end ra<‘e rioting 
here, which resulted last night in the killing of 
four persons, serious injury of eight and slight 
wounding of a large number. Several days of dis- 
orders, following a wave of attacks on white women, 
robberies and assaults by negroes, culminated in 11 
series of race battles during tbe night hours, with 
which tlie |H>Uce were unable to cope fully, despite 
the aid of military provost guards. 

WINNIPEG, Canada, July 22. — The board of grain 
supervisors for Canada issued orders yesterday call- 
ing for the delivery of all wheat of the 1918 crop 
to terminal elevators before August 15, in the case 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, and before 
July 31 in the case of British Columbia. The price 
fixed by the government for wheat of the 1918 
crop will apply only on that delivered in compliance 
with these orders. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., July 22. — CaUfornia began 
an experiment in the cabinet form of state govern- 
ment today. Tlie department of agrienltnre was es- 
tablished to control off state governmental activities 
of an agriculture nature. If tbe trial proves sat- 
isfactory, a bill will be introduced before the next 
legislature for a complete cabinet system of state 
government, with twelve departments in addition 
to a division of flnauce, to control all governmental 
functions. 

VIENNA. Austria, July 22.— Gen. Frunehet d’Es- 
perey, commander of the allied forces In the near 
east, announces that he is preparing an advance 
upon Budapest, the •Hungarian capital, with 150,000 
troops. ’The army is made np of French colonials, 
Roumanians, Jugoslavs, Italians and Hungarians. 
The Hungarians are commanded by Oen. Krotod)- 
will.

California Sportamen Use Odd Weapon I* the 
Humboldt County Woods.

Strange as it may sc»-m to eastern liuiiters. 
Young and I’o|»e, with otlier si*ortsmen of San 
Francisco, have been liiinting with bow and arrow 
imrcly for siiort. “A istwcrful bow is an effective 
weapon,” “sys Mr. I’oiie, ’’but it takes months of 
praeti<*e to Is* able to sluMit it well. Such a bow 
pulls seveniy-five iNuinds.” 

Both thes«; liuiilers have killed with bow and 
arn»w rabbiis, quail, S4|uiria‘l, skunk, ft»x ami even 
deer and l>«b<-at. When Young and Pope mentioned 
going on a hunt for boar armed only with iww and 
arrow, friends w<*re skeptical, yet tliey knew tliat 
with tlu“se Indian implements isitli men had killed 
deer ami Isds-ats. ’I’liese friends maintained tliat 
an arrow would liardly go through the hide of a 
bear. 

Both men knew tliat a bear is a hard animal to 
kill, even with a gun, but history told them of In- 
dians killing bear with a bow and arrow. So the 
men de<-ided to go out on a bear bunt ’’just to 
find out how much there was to the game.” 

In discussing the bear hunt with bow and arrow, 
Mr. Pope says: 

”We got in communication with Thomas Murphy 
of Bloeksburg, Humboldt County, who hunts bear 
us a business. He has been at this sort of thing 
for thirty years and never fails to get about a dozen 
is-ar every winter. So we packed up our strongest 
bows and several dozen broadhead arrows, and 
Arthur Young and I went up to Bloeksburg. 

’’Murphy was willing to let us shoot at a bear, 
but he insisted upon carrying a gun in case of acci- 
dents. He said he didn’t want to lose a valuable 
dog over the affair. 

HOW THE BEAR WAS HUNTED AND KILLED. 

•‘.Vftor four unsuccessful limits we at last treed 
a giKMl sized bear up a tall fir. After securing the 
dogs Young and I took our stand about thirty 
yards from the base of the tree on the sidehill 
and let drive two arniws at one time. Both shafts 
struck tlie bear in the chest, going completely 

tlir'iiigh, feathers and all. 

"Quick as a flash the bear wheeled about and 
began descending the tree. We rah up close and 

siiol iiiui again as he neared tlie ground and 

iKiiinded down tlie liill. Murphy turned the dogs 
lii-ise, and tliey all went crasliing through the brush 
together.
